The estimated crowd of 
400 people who attended Sat- 
urday’s opening of the Percy 
Page Centre in St, Albert 
responded with enthusiasm 
to the excellent program 
presented, 

Following O’Canada, led 
by the Albert Lacombe Sing- 
ers, the Hon, Horst Schmid, 
minister of Culture, Youth 
and Recreation, gave an add- 
ress of welcome from the 
provincial government and 
expressed his pleasure that 
the Associations for Ama- 
teur Sports in Alberta would 
now have a fine building with 
needed facilities at their dis- 
posal, He felt that bringing 
together the offices of these 
many associations would 
foster a helpful interchange 
of ideas and a comradeship 
between the people involved, 

Mayor Ray Gibbon spoke 
of the amazing improvement 
made in the former Mission 
Park School building by the 
Department of Public Works, 
and sald he was sure the 
recreation associations 
would find a warm and con- 
genial climate for their ene 
deavors in St, Albert.

MacEwan delivered an out-

praise for Mrs, Page and 
her wonderful support ofher 
husband, 

Miss Daisy Johnsonintro= 
duced the other members of 
the Edmonton Grads, giving 
their background onthe fam= 
ous basketball team and the 
crowd welcomed them with 
hearty applause. The fine 
address of Mr, Pierre Gar- 
iepy of the Alberta Advisory 
Board on Recreation for the 
Disabled also drew enthus= 
jastic applause.

Albert Chapter of the Wo- 
men’s Institute served re- 
freshments, 


Joseph Ethier dies 


His many friends in St, 
Albert, Morinville and surr- 
ounding districts were sad- 
dened to learn of the death 
of Mr. Joseph Henry Ethier 
following a car accident in 
Edmonton about 10 am, 
Monday, He was 177 years 
old. Mrs, Ethier, a passe 
enger with her husband, was 
released from hospital about 
two hours after the couple 
were taken tothe Royal Alexe 
andra, but Mr, Ethier died 
in mid-afternoon, The 
couple celebrated their 57th 


wedding anniversary onSep- 
tember 11th, 

Prayers will be said this 
evening at 8 p.m, in St, 
Joachim Church and funer- 
al services’ will be held 
Thursday, September 20 at 
10 o’clock, in the same 
church, with interment in 
Holy Cross Cemetery. Re- 
freshments will be served 
following the services at the 
home of M, Ethier’s daught- 
er, Mrs, Leonard Hesse at 
74 Gladstone Crescent In 
St. Albert. 


Town council was unable 
to get through what is pro- 
bably the longest agenda ever 
presented them, on Monday 
night, A 20-minute appoint- 
ment for representation of 
downtown businessmen on 
parallel parking was exten- 
ded considerably, at the urg- 
ing Councillor Hudson, “I 
am disappointed at the 
agenda scheduling which 
provided only 20 minutes,’ 
he said, realizing that the 
mayor’s motion to move the 
item to Sept. 24 for proper 
discussion had merit inview 
of the agenda length, ‘We 
have been trying to resolve 
this matter for two years,’’ 
he commented, There was a 
group of about 12 business= 
men in attendance, 

Mr, Richard Wheatley, re=- 
presenting a number of the 
businessmen, noted first 
that an earlier submission 
had been presented in June, 
asking council to consider a 
solution for parking. Speak- 
ing to his written submiss- 
ion which had been circula= 
ted to council, Mr, Wheatley 
suggested that, because 
there are no commercial 
businesses as such on the 
east side of Perron, except- 
ing the bank with its own 
lot, a change to parallel 
parking could be made, leave 
ing the west side as it is. 
This would maintain shopp- 
ing convenience for the west 


side businessmen, whereas 
parallel parking on the west 
side would reduce parking 
capacity by 50 per cent, and 
would drive away many pa- 
trons, 

Mr. Wheatley also sugg- 
ested a stop light at Perron 
and St, Anne, He said Mr, 
Hauptman had informed him 
that he is working out apro- 
posal to acquire property 
from the town west of Per= 
ron’s Store and convert it 
to parking at an estimated 
cost of $100,000. which 
would help, and give more 
reason not to completely re= 
move angle parking at this 
time. 

He suggested that parale 
lel parking on St. Anne and 
St. Michael was not needed 
at this time. Mr. Wheatley 
further noted that the even- 
tual development of a paved 
road from the intersection 
of Perron and St, Anne west 
to Grandin Road will reduce 
through traffic on Perron 
street, Other recommenda- 
tions in his submission cal- 
led for paving on St, Anne 
to be extended west to Ede 
monton street and Edmonton 
street south to Churchill 
avenue, 

Pointing out that if the 
town is giving priority to 
Perron street as an arterial 
road in reducing parking, 
this works against the mer- 
chants and the submission 


recommended that if fure 
ther arterial roads and bri- 
dges are needed because of 
new residential develop- 
ment, they should be paid for 
by the developers of new 
areas, 

Coun, Throndson agreed 
with parallel parking on one 
Side for at least one year 
and observed that he ‘‘looked 
forward with enthusiasm to 
concrete evidence of Mr. 
Hauptman’s plan,’’ 

Coun, Hudson questioned 
how many business people 
were represented by Mr. 
Wheatley, who replied that 
he Spoke for an informal 
group of businesses south 
of the bridge to Imperial 
Lumber, about half of whom 
were present, 

Mr, Ernie Jamison, not- 
ing that Mr. Wheatley was 
not representing him, sugg- 
ested that all trucks, vans 
and campers be banned from 
parking on Perron street 
and that a solid line be pain- 
ted down the street’s centre 
and that the area ofthe high- 
way and St, Anne needed att- 
ention, He recommended that 
the existing island be length- 
ened by three times, preven- 
ting cars coming from the 
7-11 store area fromcross- 
ing St. Anne at the end of 
the present island to get back 
out to the highway. He also 
reminded council that his

Protestant Board Studies 
School Over- Enrolments 


Protestant School Super= 
intendent Elmer Gish re= 
ported to the Board on the 
enrollment situation withthe 
No, 6 System, He reported 
to date 3,395 students have 
registered and expects this 
total to increase slightly un- 
til the end of September. 
Mr. Gish explained there are 
quite a number of high school 
students working on farms 
and are expected to appear 
for classes once harvesting 
has been completed, 

In view of the rapid ex- 
pansion of St, Albert and its 
population growth, Mr, Gish 
illustrated two schools 
where overcrowding has be= 
come a problem, He cited 
Sir Alexander Mackenzie 
School and Sir George Simp- 
son where there are a total 
of eight grade six class- 
rooms and only room for 
seven, To solve this pro- 
blem, Mr. Gish suggested 
that an additional teacher 
be hired and another class- 
room be ‘created’, He con- 
cluded his report by also 
revealing that there was an 
over-enrollment in grades 
one and two at Leo Nicker- 
son and Robert Rundle 
schools. To solve this pare 
ticular problem, Mr, Gish 
suggested that an additional 
teacher be hired and that an 
additional classroom be est- 
ablished, either within one 
of the schools (Rundle-Nick- 


erson) or in a portable, In 
concluding his report, Mr. 
Gish said that he would not 
favor busing students from 
Mackenzie to Simpson and 
urged the Board to look at 
the possibilities of creating 
a classroom within Mackene 
zie, 

Chairman Schroder pro- 
posed that the Language Lae 
boratory at Simpson be dev= 
eloped into an additional 
classroom, Trustee Dr. 
Cuts objected to this pro= 
posal because, in his opin- 
ion, ‘‘the Language Lab, is 
in operation and should aot 
be disturbed.’’ Trustee Bill 
Webber showed concern over 
the removal of the Language 
Lab, equipment because of 
the possibility of said equip- 
ment becoming a dead loss :f 
stored and left unused,

“Leave the equipment there” 
Dr. Cuts said, ‘‘and use the 
Lab, as a home room,” 
Trustee Jim Wiltshire com- 
mented that the equipment 
in the Lab, was not up-toe 
date and the room could be 
put to better use ifthe equip- 
ment was removed and put 
in storage until adequate 
space was available, 

Trustee Dr, Cuts lost his 
motion to have Elmer Gish, 
Bob Prather and John Hry- 
new make a recommendation 
regarding the destiny of the 
Language Laboratory, Che 
airman Charlie Schroder’s 
motion was carried and Dr. 
Cuts requested that his vote 
against the motion be recore 
ded, Another motion to hire 
3.5 more teachers and study 
the grade 1-2 problem was 
also carried,

proposal for the property 
behind the Gazette building 
had been before council for 
two years, 

Mayor Gibbon noted that 
council has been looking at 
St. Anne street, Coun, de 
Bruijn agreed with the sugge 
estion for parallel parking 
on the east side of Perron 
from St. Michael to St, An- 
ne and noted that from St, 
Anne to the bridge is in the 
bylaw for parallel, He agreed 
with Mr, Jamison on no 
trucks, 

Mayor Gibbon felt the by= 
law should include parallel 
parking on St, Anne and St, 
Michael when it is drawn, 
and get it over with, in view 
of upcoming development, He 
commented that the linen had 
been registered and work 
could start in the spring 
on the Grandin-St, Anne exe 
tension, which he agreed 


would relieve the pressure,

In reply to Coun, Hudson’s 
question as to who he re- 
presented on St. Anne, Mr, 
Wheatley said his submiss- 
ion had been delivered to 
Chriss’s store and Reggies 
Hardware, both of whom 
would oppose parallel park- 
ing. 

“As a general observae 
tion,’’ said Coun, Bakker, 
‘fa water distribution syse 
tem uses pipes for flow and 
reservoirs for _ storage, 
Traffic uses roads for flow 
and parking lots for store 
age.’’ Adding that roads 
Shouldn’t be used for stor- 
age and that a traffic light 
would make matters worse, 
he thought the bylaw should 
proceed, 

Businessman Vince Male 
oney said congestionon Pere 
ron comes from two sour- 
ces: the biggest congestion 
from traffic coming off the 
highway onto St. Anne, Cone 
sidering the intent of the 
town for future use of these 
streets, said Coun, Lukay, 
“T cannot agree with Coun, 
Bakker,’’ adding that it was 
unfair to impose parallel 
parking onthe downtown area 
that the Grandin Road exe 
tension will solve to a maje 


or extent. He favored the 
recommendations of Mr, 
Wheatley. 


Mr. Meleshko of St, Ale 
bert Pharmacy expressed 


his concern for pedestrians 
crossing and felt the traffic 
light would make crossing 
more orderly for them, Coun 
Bakker thought there should 
be no light if only one lane 
of traffic, but Mr, Wheatley 
said it was working in Lethe 
bridge, Ken Pollen of the 
Sportshop thought the St, An- 
ne corner was as bad for 
potential accidents as the 
backing out problem of angle 
parking and was also con- 
cerned about the arena park= 
ing situation which could be 
improved by better road 
maintenance, 

“There is no provision 
for other roads than the one 
that has been there for a 
long, long time,’’ said Mr, 
Maloney. ‘‘The downtown 
merchants are sacrificial 
lambs for the town to move 
traffic to other shopping cen- 
tres. They should not have 
to pay that price,’’ 

Coun, Throndson moved 
to accept parallel parking on 
the east side of Perron and 
the south side of St, Anne 
in principle, and Mayor Gib= 
bon moved to refer the mat- 
ter to Sept. 24 for further 
discussion, so that the bylaw 
can be done properly. The 
latter motion carried with 
Coun, Throndson opposed 
and representatives of the 
business districts will be 


invited.

Glenhaven Residents Question Bus Policy 


Residents of the Glen- 
haven Crescent area app-= 
eared before the Protestant 
School LCoard Wednesday 
night to complain about the 
inconsistancies which app= 
ear in the student busing 
policy, especially those atte 
ending Lorne Akins Junior 
High, 

The point the Glenhaven 
citizens object to is the dis- 
tance qualification. Accord- 
ing to the Transportation 
Act, junior high students are 
entitled free bus service 
providing they live at a dis- 
tance not in excess of 1,5 
miles from school, In foll- 
owing the Act, some citizens 
of Glenhaven live either on 
the line limit, within 1.5 
miles or just over the limit, 

One of the residents who 
spoke to the Board was Tom 
White of 24 Glenhaven who 
asked by what means these 
distances were determined? 
Trustee Jim Wiltshire re- 
plied that distances are ace 
curately measured with a 
delicate instrument ... a 
surveyor’s mileometer ... 
and the route is also mea-= 
sured by travelling the dis- 
tance and checked against 
the car’s odometer, 

Chairman Charlie Schro- 
der informed the delegates 
that the Board had already 
discussed this problem with 
the Minister of Education 
and subsequently received 
a letter from the deputy 
minister which failed to qua 
lify the Board’s position, 
Mr. Schroder added that the 
deputy’s letter will be dis- 
cussed with members of the 
Department of Education, 
preferably with the deputy

himself and perhaps achange 
in policy can be put into 
effect. Mr, Schroder added 
that the Board has also sube 
mitted a resolution regard- 
ing school busing service to 
the Alberta School Trustees 
Association, 

Trustee Jim Wiltshire an- 
nounced that he was ready to 
make a motion whereby high 
school students would all be 
charged $20 per year, paid 
in advance and thus abandon 
the free service, Trustee 
Don Munro agreed to the 


notice of motion providing 
a specific distance is esta- 
blished, Mr, Wiltshire adde 
ed to his proposal that the 


secretary-treasurer inves. 
tigate busing policies in Ed- 
monton and report back in 
time for the next regular 
meeting, 

Elmer Gish, school sup. 
erintendent asked Mr, Sch- 
roder if he would be allowed 
to make a suggestion? After 
being given leave to speak, 
Mr. Gish suggested that the 
flat fee concept be put into 
effect right across the board 
for all students from grades 
1 to 12, Mr. Schroder acce 
epted the suggestion and said 
the Board will consider that 
suggestion along with Mr. 
Wiltshire’s forthcoming 
motion,

REFLECTS 


Residents of St, Albert might find ‘Council Watching’ 
both an interesting and profitable exercise in the year 
ahead leading to the October 1974 elections when all 
positions will be filled, 


There are a number of areas presently under considera- 
tion which will point up the differing priorities of council 
members, and the manner in which they may align them- 
selves to further their individual objectives, 


Five watching areas which may be of general interest 
currently are the return ofthe Preventive Social Services 
bylaw, which is getting a second look; the report on 
recreation recently received from town staff; planning 
for park areas in newer subdivisions; the future of the 
downtown core as council sees it; and the gut issues of 
essential municipal services such as sewer and water 
facilities, road and street programs and garbage dispos- 
al, which historically are the major role of municipal 
government, 


The PSS, bylaw provided a degree of autonomy for 
boards and societies to manage social services, bypass- 
ing direct supervision by town administration of account- 
ing procedures and fund dispersal, In considering how 
best to handle this service, Mayor Gibbon has pointed out 
that the province (which funds PSS 80 per cent) does not 
decree that a municipality must hire a professional 
director or establish a board. Some operate the service 
through a council committee with town staff, in order to 
reduce costs, Last year PSS cost $30,125, although the 
board had requested $62,800, a discrepancy in estimates 
which poses some questions onthe impact ofthe services. 


Council is divided on the recreation report, While agreed 
that it was good as far as it went, four councillors voted 
to hire a professional consultant for a further in-depth 
study, although the $9,000 cost was not provided in this 
year’s budget. Councillors Bakker, Fyfe, Lukay and 
Throndson, all educators, voted for the professional 
approach, Councillor de Bruijn indicated his support, 
if budget provision could be made first, 


Park needs are allied with river valley preservation 
and matter of widespread public concern, Decisions will 
have to be made balancing maximum parks with maximum 
budgeting, along with size, location and types of parks 
preferred, 


An important planning decision is presently under dis- 
cussion on the future development of the downtown core, 
Council is considering small business development, 
institutional development, parking requirements, traffic 
access to Perron, St. Anne and St, Michael streets and 
related questions. 


There is general agreement on council that the sewer 
and water financial commitments have been made on a 
thoroughly sound basis. Cost is about 3,7 million for 
each, spread over a minimum of 20 years, There is 
provincial backing which will hold per capita costs 
in line, and existing town cash reserves plus projec- 
ted budget reserves to support the commitment, as 
well as offsite charges to developers, 


Council Watching is presently a community service 
for a few. It could be a rewarding exercise for many, 
Hopefully anyone getting involved will do so with an 
appreciation of the volume of work facing their elected 
representatives, And with a view to assisting councillors 
by making their viewpoints known, Uninformed and/or 
spiteful criticism is no community service,

Looking back on that sum= 
mer in Sturgeon with fathers 
hammering, mothers paint- 
ing and pre-schoolers stir= 
ring the paint-pots (, . .), I 
wonder why the samescenes 
could not be repeated, It is

Historical Phone Call Re-Enacted 


Even before Alberta be« 
came a province, St, Albert 
as the site of a Mission, 
and prior to that period as 
the site of one of the first 
Hudson’s Bay forts has play- 
ed a predominant role in 
the development of Alberta, 
There are many ‘firsts’ ate 
tributed to St, Albert and 
not the least of which is the 
first telephone call to be 


made in Alberta was made 
by Alex Taylor of Edmone 
ton to McKenney’s Store 
here in St, Albert way back 
in 1885, 


McKenney’s Store, ahum- 
ble private enterprise deal« 
ing in general merchandise 
was located a short distance 
from the banks of The Sture 
geon River, This building 
was later moved to 3 Mill 
Drive, 

This historical telephone 
call was repeated last week 
when Hon, Roy Farran, mine 
ister of telephones and util- 
ities placed a ceremonial 
call to St, Albert through a 
new generation of AGT tele- 
phone switching equipment, 
The call was made to St, 
Albert MLA, Ernie Jamie 
son in the new $1.8 million 
addition to the Alberta Gov- 
ernment Telephones ex- 
change located here on St. 
Thomas Street, 

The sophisticated new 
equipment, called SP1 elec- 
tronic switching bears no

Alex Taylor in 1885 and will 
offer St. Albert subscribers 
special calling features 
never dreamed possible in 
the early days of the tele- 
phone, 

These features, to be av~ 
ailable soon at additional 
cost, include three-way cal- 
ling, where a third party 
can be added to a call in 
progress and call forward- 
ing where a subscriber can 
transfer his call to another 
humber if he is out, 

Other features are call 
waiting, which provides a 
Short burst of tone to a busy 
line to tell the subscriber 
Someone else is calling his 
number; and Speed-calling, 


allowing frequently called 
numbers to be reached by 
dialing a one or two-digit 
code instead of the normal 
directory numbers, 

The new electronic swit- 
ching equipment was put in 
Service at 12 noon on Satur- 
day, Sept, 15, and will pro- 


vide lines for 3,200 tele. 


phones with numbers having 
the new prefix 458, 

It is not known what Mr, 
Taylor and Mr, McKenney 
talked about in that momen- 
tous first telephone call, it’s 
not unreasonable to believe 
that the two gentlemen were 
concerned with the threat of 
an Indian uprising in this 
region, They may have dis- 


cussed the Louis Riel Re- 
bellion and its offshoot mas- 
Sacre at Frog Lake at that 
time, In view of these known 
historical facts, Mr, Farrar 
and Mr. Jamison briefly dis- 
cussed the possibilities of 
a local Indian uprising and 
quickly came to the con- 
clusion that no such threat 
was imminent, 

A spokesman for Alberta 
Government Telephones 
said that St, Albert resi- 
dents will be informed by 
direct mail regarding the 
installation of the new equip- 
ment, what the newly expan- 
ded facilities will offer and 
more details about the 458 
prefix service line, 


This attractive little residence, now located at 3 Mill Drive according to local 
historians was the former McKenney Store, Back in 1885, Alex Taylor of Edmonton 
made the first telephone call ever to be recorded in Alberta, He called the McKenney 
Store which was located along Perron Street and close to the banks of the Sturgeon 
River, The structure was later moved to its present location and converted into a

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Parliament Hill Report 
L.I.P. Program Changes 


By Dan Hollands, M., P, 

The Minister of Manpower 
and Immigration has announ- 
ced plans for the 1973-74 
Local Initiatives Program 
(LIP), and it’s obvious that 
some changes recommended 
by the Conservative Opposi- 
tion in Parliament have been 
incorporated into the new 
LIP Administrative proce- 
dures, 

In the early stages of the 
program there was cone 
siderable criticism about 
the manner in which some 
projects were approved or 
rejected, and in the way the 
projects were monitored, 
Many of the criticisms were 
justified, and the changes

The revised procedure for 
Screening and evaluating LIP

Another welcome change 
is one that requires LIP 
projects to be more direct- 
ly related to community 
needs, where such services 
do not already exist, Con= 
struction projects will be 
frowned upon, especially 
where the materialx and qua= 
lified workers aré in short 
supply, The emphasis will 
be on projects that meet a 
purely local need, and wor= 
kers must be drawn from 
the community in which the 
LIP Grant is awarded, 

Having a group of people 
from the community evalua- 
ting applications for LIP 
grants should result in a 
more equitable situation, 
and I think that it will give 
more meaning to the pro- 
gram, Applicants and their 
projects will be screened by 
people who know the com- 
munity, the applicants, .and 
the effect that the projects 
are likely to have, One other 
effect of the new system will 
be to lessen the possibility 
of kooky, useless projects 
getting approval, projects 
that have brought the LIP 
program under severe crit- 
icism in the past, 

Your comments and suge 
gestions concerning the new 
LIP program will be most 
welcome, I would like to see 
the communities in our rid- 
ing involved in a big way in 
the 1973-74 LIP program, 
and this means that you will 
have to come up with some 
sound ideas for programs 
that will provide some use- 
ful and essential services 
in your community, Let’s 
get involved!
